On 
the embankment of the railway 
which runs from Canton to the 
purt of Kowloon, buffalo were 
grazing, while their owners 
waved to us ua we passed over- 
bead. 

Not alt were so fortunate as 
to find aaylum- on high ground. 
We saw many people struggling 
with the raging current In {rail 
sumpune or makeshift rafts. 
Not infrequergly we would sea 


buffald: marooned by themselves |: 


on a tiny dry Inlet in the midat 
of the floods. 


Deserted And Lifeless 


Whale vil'ages were deserted 
and lifeless, apparently without 
a sou! left In them, Streeta in 
xomt of the blgger towns such 
as Sneklung and Waichow on 
the East River were awash, 
Samshui at the Junction of, the 
Weast-and-North -Rivers- was -al- 
most completely cut off. 

It is impossible to describe 
the devastation which we saw. 
Riding safe and secure above 
the flood in our comfortab!e 
plane, it was difficult, even for 
ug, to Visuallse what the rather 
pretty—and sometimes drama- 
tic-seenes which we were wit- 
nessing meant in terms of hu- 
man suffering. 

To understand South China’s 
travails, you must understand 
the significance, of South China’s 
rivera. 

Kwangtung Province beasts 
four great waterways. Three of 
these, the East, North and West 
Rivers — each flowing from the 
compass point from which it 


takes itz name*‘— unlte in the 
neighbourhood of Canton. to 
form: the Penrl River Estuary 
and Delta (which has been bullt 
up over the course of tena of 
centuries from the sllt deposited 
by .the rivers.)

Driver Hughes, although he, 
was aware that his lorry con- 
tained T.N.T., at once tried to 
extinguish the’ fire with o fire- 
oie bonis ignoring repeated 
warn 
lorry and take cover. 

In spite of the fact that 
everyone else had evacuated the 
aren, he continued to fight the 
flames alone, completely diare- 
warding his own safety, sad 
when the lorry exploded, 
collapsed suffering from ae 
burna, from which he later died.

ulwnys against.

The Rev. H.R. Wella is now 
engaged in bringing the  Sa-

On 
several occasions he waa invited 
to the Supreme Court to give 
his opinion on interpretations 
from the Chinese Janguage in 
legal disputes. At present he 
has o small office in the Bank 
of Canton Buildings where he 
works on the accounts of the 
Henefit Society and, In his own 
words, “I am availuble, free of 
charge, to anyone who needa my

‘The special committee which is 
endeavouring to investigate the 
Palestine problem is mecting with 
frigid attitude in the Holy 
Land though that should ‘not 
necessarily. prejudice the result of 
a very, brave’ effort” to find a 
solution... The composition of’ the, 
Committee advertises a United’ 


‘Nations desire to serve first the 


interests of the two peoples most 
directly concerned, ‘These are, of 
course, the ‘Jews and the Arabs. 
It is, in so far as any investigating 
body could be, a “neutral” com- 
mittee. The Big .Five are ex- 
cluded from it. For all that. 
however, the special committee 
cannot pet away from the facts 
ot  Big-Power politics, It cannot 
work in a vacuum and bring in 
a report acceptable to the United 
Nations, where, after all, the Biz 
Five are by no’ means excluded. 
In the months ahead, while the 
committee prepares its report for 
the. regular General Assembly 
session in “September, world 
opinion will weigh once more: the 
miny factors in this unique com- 
plex called Palestine. Probably 
a good many words will be wasted 
on the past. What matters more 
is the present and future. The 
present may be summed up In'the 
fact that there are now 600,000 
Jews i in Palestine and about twice 
as many Arabs. These facts can- 
not be undone. A way must he 
found for the two peoples .to live 
side-by-side. —-If- they- can-.be_re- 
conciled to a U. N. plan, good. 
If not, the -U. N. should be 
equipped to impose a solution, 
even to the point of organizing a 
constabulary. For the, Palestine 
problem. is not solely a Jewish- 
Arab affair. It involves the 
interests . of many other peoples. 
It‘endangers world security. So 
far, fortunately, the question has 
not become a football between 
Enst and West. The Big Powers 
have been feeling their way with 
it. The American Government 
indicates it will not state. _ its 
views until the Assembly meets in 
September, Mr...

The fourth waterway, the 
Han River, flows from the 
north to reach the sea at Swatow, 
port in the northeast corner of 
Kwangtung. 

Upen these rivers. of South 
China, the people of Kwangtung 
are to a very large extent de- 
pendent for communication, for 
transport of goods, for irriga- 
tion of thelr’ crops and for their 
sheer livelihood.
